Bacteriological  examination  of  samples  of  ;vater  and  milk  continues  to 
be  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratoiy  in  Hull,  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  J.H,  McCoy. 


Housing 

Discretionary  and  Standard  Grants;  During  the  year  25  Discretionary  Grants 
and  13  Standard  Grants  were  approved  by  the  Council,  and  payment  was 
authorised  on  completion  of  works  for  19  Discretionary  Grants  and  8 Standard 
Grants . 

Fortysix  new  dwellings  were  erected  during  the  year,  and  in  the  same 
peid-od  seven  dwellings  v/ere  demolished  in  accordance  'with  Housing  Act 
procedure. 


Sewa^e  Disposal 


Hiinmanby : 'work  has  begun  on  the  sewering  of  the  village  of  Hunmanby, 

Separation  of  surface  water  from  sewage  will  be  largely  effected  under 
this  scheme.  This  separation  is  essential  as  v/a,s  demonstrated  during 
1959  Vifhen  the  stormwater  overflov/  at  the  sewage  works  was  continuously 
overflowing  even  in  the  dry  summer.  In  consequence  the  stream  into 
which  the  overflow  was  lead  was  contaminated  for  over  a mile.  Complaints 
were  received  both  from  the  inhabitants  and  from  the  River  Board 
concerning  this  gross  pollution. 

Skipsea;  Sewage  disposa.1  in  this  area  has  long  been  a scandal.  Crude 
sewage  is  discharged  within  30  yo,rds  of  houses  and  owing  to  the  lack  of 
natural  fall,  lagoons  of  sewage  are  created. 

Plans  for  a sev^age  disposal  plant  to  deal  with  .,this..±nsahitary  staj;c 
of  affairs  have  been  dra,wn  up  and  passed  by  the  Council  and  are  now  under 
consideration  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Covemment 

If  these  works  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  are  carried  out  an 
additional  benefit  vfill  be  an  end  of  beach  pollution  over  a considerable 
area  of  the  coast. 


Future  plans  envisage  sev/age  disposal  worksfor  the  most  northerly 
section  of  this  District  viz.  the  villages  of  Folkton,  Plixton,  Muston 
and  Reighton. 


Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Refuse  collection  continues  fortnightly  from  all  parishes  and  vvas 
generally  efficient,  though  signs  of  overloading  of  the  system  are  beginning 
to  appear. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  large  capacity  refuse  collection  vehicle  of  the 
most  advanced  design, v^hich  is  on  order,  will  ease  the  situation.  This 
District  will  receive  the  very  first  delivery  of  this  type  of  vehicle  in 
the  whole  country.  How  progressive  can  you  get.  Further  consideration 
is  being  given  to  a composting  plant  suitable  for  a small  community. 

The  disposal  of  the  constantly  increasing  mass  of  refuse  is  becoming  an 
urgent  problem,  only  a system  of  composting  can  finally  solve  it.  This 
system  also  will  provide  a valuable  fertiliser  for  farms. 

Caravan  Sites 

The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  I96O  came  into 
operation  on  29th  August,  I96O  and  on  this  date  a survey  showed  that  there 
were  3,187  caravans  sited  in  the  District. 

This  iict  lays  down  standards  of  density  and  amenity  for  these  sites 
which  can  be  enforced.  However,  owners  of  caravan  sites  have  shovm  a 
commendable  readiness  to  conform  to  the-  standards  of  this  Council. 

In  addition  there  are  very  many  temporary  holiday  bungalows,  not 
embraced  by  this  Act. 


Insignia  of  Office

the  65  years  of  the  existence  of  the  Bridlington  Rural  District  Couhcil.

(a)  ^or.rs  and  -'lant  - General : 

A greater  effort  was  made  during  this  year  to  intensify  maintenance 
at  sev,-age  works;  results  were  reflected  in  the  generally  satisfactory 
standard  of  final  effluents . 

Recorded  failures  to  produce  satisfactory  effluents  have  been  due, 
primarily,  to  the  inability  to  gain  ready  access  to  certain  sewage  vrorks 
with  mobile  plant.  Future  plans  incorporate  provision  of  hard  access 
to  all  new  sewa^fe  works  and  a programme  is  envisaged  for  making  hard  access 
to  existing  sewage  works  lacking  this  facility. 

(b)  Capital  Works 

v?ork  began  at  Hunmanby  on  the  scheme  to  exclude  surface  ?;ater  from 
the  sewer  and  extend  the  sewage  v;orks  to  meet  increased  flow.  Completion 
seems  likely  early  1962 . 

Plans  to  sewer  villages  in  the  south  of  the  District  have  been 
prepared  by  the  Council's  Consultant  Civil  Engineer.  A centrally  sited 
sewage  works  will  serve  this  area.  Embracing  the  villages  of  Skipsea, 
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Skipsea  Brough,  Ulrome,  Barmston  and  Lissett,  preliminary  administrative 
work  is  now  well  advanced,  the  plans  and  proposals  have  Been  approved  hy 
the  Council. 

( c)  Cesspool  Emptier 

Engaged  on  Council  work  and  private  contract,  this  machine  assisted 
in  the  disposal  of  approximately  half  a million  gallons  of  sewage  sludge 
during  I960.  Considerable  demand  was  made  on  the  services  of  this 
machine  by  caravan  site  occupiers . 

Disposal  of  sewage  sludge  : The  reaction  of  peo^^^le  living  in  the 

District  to  the  use  of  open  disposal  sites  is  manifest  in  the  increase 
in  the  number  of  complaints.  'Bad  smells'  and  ' unsight lyness ' are 
amongst  the  objections  put  forv^ard  by  complainants.  The  Council 
realise  the  validity  of  objections  and  have  undertaken  long  term 
investigation  into  all  aspects  of  the  problem,  encompassing  consideration 
of  modern  methods  of  disposal. 

Sludge  disposal  by  the  present  methods  employed  by  this  Council  will 
continue  to  give  rise  to  complaints  in  future  years.  As  parishes  are 
sewered  the  amount  of  sludge  handled  will  increase  making  the  problem 
more  acute. 


This  service  is  extended  to  properties  lacking  water  closets  in 
two  villages,  Flambo rough  and  Hunmanby.  All  the  dwellings  served 
have  a piped  water  supply  readily  available  and  are  within  easy  reach 
of  the  Council's  sewer.  In  Hunmanby  most  of  the  ov/ners  of  properties 
from  which  night soil  is  collected  have  made  enquiries  with  a view  to 
conversion  of  the  existing  pail  closets  to  v/ater  closets. 

(e)  Pollution  of  Ditches 

Pollution  of  ditches  by  sewage  continues  to  be  a serious  problem; 
weather  conditions  and  staff  difficulties  hampered  cleansing  of  sewage 
contaminated  sections  of  ditch, 

A final  solution  will  only  be  achieved  by  sewering  all  the  villages 
in  the  District,  it  is  satisfying  to  note  that  a major  problem  in  this 
respect  will  be  solved  on  completion  of  the  proposed  Skipsea  sewerage 
and  sewage  disposal  scheme. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  il^D  _DISP0S_AL 

Refuse  Collection;  The  frequency  of  collection  is  once  each  fortnight 
throughout  a defined  area  comprising  the  villages  but  excluding  outlying 
properties,  either  by  reason  of  inaccessibility  or  on  economic  grounds. 

The  work  is  undertaken  by  two  vehicles  of  23  and  12  cubic  yards 
capacity  respectively,  with  a staff  of  four  men.  During  peak  periods 
other  sections  of  the  Council's  labour  supplement  the  men  engaged  on 
refuse  collection. 

Refuse  is  collected  from  caravan  and  other  holiday  sites  once  each 
fortnight,  in  accordance  with  a formal  undertaking  by  this  Council. 
Provision  is  made  in  the  undertaking  for  supplementing  the  collection  to 
avoid  unnecessary  health  hazards. 

Introduction  of  a weekly  collection  of  refuse  has  been  considered 
by  the  Council  but  was  thought  not  to  be  practicable  at  the  time. 

During  I960  the  first  signs  of  stress  were  noted,  the  service 
although  maintained  became  erratic  during  the  summer  months.  As  a result 
the  whole  refuse  collection  service  v;as  reviewed  by  the  Council;  an 
increase  in  the  quantity  of  refuse  handled  and  an  anticipated  increase 
during  the  current  year  was  reported. 
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A decision  was  made  to  purchase  a 50  cubic  yard  capacity  compression 
refuse  collection  vehicle.  The  vehicle  was  considered  most  suitable  in 
view  of  the  particular  needs  of  the  District,  being  capable  of  carrying 
greater  loads  and  involving  less  visits  to  refuse  tips. 

Refuse  Disposal;  None  of  the  sites  used  as  tips  are  owned  by  the  Council, 
being  either  privately  owned,  and  the  Council  tipping  under  licence  from 
the  owner  or  owned  by  Parish  Councils  as  av;ards. 

Only  one  of  the  tips  at  present  in  use  is  used  solely  by  the  Council, 

Suitable  alternative  sites  are  difficult  to  find  and  are  generally 
either  unobtainable  in  suitable  places  or  too  small  for  economic 
development  for  use  as  tips. 

In  the  light  of  recent  experience  it  appears  the  use  of  land  on  the 
chalk  strata  is  to  be  completely  'sterilised*  for  use  as  tips  in  view 
of  the  risk  of  pollution  of  v^ater  supplies. 

The  problems  of  refuse  disposal  in  the  District  by  tipping  become 
more  acute . . .

All  animals  slaughtered  for  sale  for  human  ccnsumption  were  inspected 
on  notification.  There  were  three  private  slaughterhouses  licensed  in  the 
Bridlington  Rural  District. 


Continuing  past  policies,  butchers  in  the  District  slaughtered  a 
large  number  of  animals  after  seven  o'clock  in  the  evening.  Legislation 
governing  times  of  slaughter  is,  in  my  opinion,  long  overdue,  there  being 
no  valid  reason  why  slaughtering  operations  could  not  be  carried  out  during 
normal  working  hours  - giving  the  advantage  of  inspection  during  daylight.

The  standard  and  quality  of  meat  slaughtered  in  the  Bridlington  Rural 
District  for  sale  for  human  consumption,  was  very  high  and  a credit  to  the 
'much  maligned'  butchers  and  producers  of  the  country.  For  many  years 
the  small  private  slaughterhouse  has  been  the  butt  of  critics  - experience 
in  this  District  shows  a good  case  for  the  private  slaughterhouse.

CARiWMS  HOLIDAY  SITES 


The  introduction  of  new  legislation,  the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of 
Development  Act,  I960,  made  a great  impact  upon  this  area.  It  is  estimated 
at  the  height  of  the  holiday  season  there  are  more  caravans  in  the  District 
than  permanent  dwelling  houses,  the  population  is  more  than  double  the 
normal  figure. 

Further  progress  has  been  made  in  the  re-organisation  of  sites  by  the 
larger  commercial  intersts.  Co-operation  betv/een  site  occupiers  and  the 
officers  of  this  Council  has  been  good,  the  goodwill  of  site  occupiers  is 
reflected  in  the  process  of  improvement  on  sites  in  the  District. 

Changes  in  ownership  of  some  sites  has  also  been  the  cause  of  improved 
conditions . 

The  value  of  this  legislation  is  limited  in  its  application  to  this 
area,  leaving  the  question  of  the  sub-standard  shack  sited  outside  the 
confines  of  licensed  sites  to  be  dealt  with  by  recourse  to  procedure  under 
the  Housing  Acts,  or  more  appropriately  ’demolition ’by  erosion'... 

One  section  of  cliff  has  become  a dumping  ground  for  the  nation's 
'shanties'.  These  structures  cause  trouble  each  year,  advertised  as 
'holiday  homes'  at  fabulous  rentals  by  landlords  v/ithout  scruples. 

Frequent  complaints  are  made  to  this  office  by  tenants  shocked  by  the 
overwhelming  prospect  of  spending  two  weeks  holiday  in  a decaying  and 
poorly  furnished  hut. 


ICE  CRE.1I^ 

No  authority  was  given  for  ice  cream  to  be  manufactured  in  the  District. 
Four  premises  were  registered  for  the  sale  of  pre-packed  ice  cream.

Complaints  and  nuisances  were  dealt  with  as  they  arose,  notices 
reqiiiring  compliance  with  the  Public  Health  .ict,  1936  v/ere  served,  all
